Judge Henry C. Niles, of York, 
studied today court documents in 
a suit to halt the state's proposed 
open season on antlerless deer. 
The judge, assigned to Dauphin 
county court in H arrisburg to hear 
the injunction suit of seven hunters 
from Adams, Cum berland, Franklin 
and York counties, reviewed testi­ 
mony and argum ents presented by 
the protestants and tile game com­ 
mission. 
He took the documents 
home with him to York, and said he 
might have a decision Tuesday or 
Wednesday. 
Counsel for the hunters argued 
there weren’t too m any deer in some 
sections of Pennsylvania, particu­ 
larly in the S outh m ountain area, 
and that the com m ission’s declara­ 
tion of an open season was illegal 
because, for one thing, it failed to 
specify the m in im* tm age of deer 
that might be killed. 
The game com m ission’s officials 
and counsel contended deer herds 
were too big, there wasn't enough 
food, does outnum bered bucks, and 
that the com m ission’s action was 
final- not subject to review by the 
courts.
